PRESIDENT NEAR A COLLAPSE? 


Further evidence of “trouble” in the 
condition of the McCrum-Howell company, 
the vacuum cleaner trust,“ developed yes- 
terday. It was estimated that at a minimum 
the company owes on its cammercial paper 
and current indebtedness at least $2,000,000. 
This comes from banking and other sources, 
and, according to present information, it is 
said the management had completely fooled 
those who had financial dealings with it. 

It has not been possible to learn just how 
much of the company’s paper is held in Chi- 
cago. Some banks say the company's loans 
have been paid off, and others that the in- 
debtednéss to them ie small. The banks, too. 
are of the opinion that the note holders may 
come out whole, but for the steckholders 
there is said to be little worth mentioning. 


Stocks Take Big Tumble. 

The company’s stocks have tumbled in 
value on the local stock exchange in a diffor- 
ent way from any other corporation whose 
shares were dealt in. Without any trading | 
ef consequence the price dropped ten points | 
between sales. Altogether the preferred issue 
has fallen from around 97 to 2, a decline of 
72 points. The common hae dropped from 
around 40 to as low, as 4, but closed ester

“Mystified by the Books. 

Persons who have seen the books since the 
crash began say they are unable to form an 
opinion as te whether the §2,500,000 which 
the company showed in its annual state- 
ment last March as am excess over the com- 
pany's debts was actually in hand or whether 
the statement wasdoctored. If the value was 
there, as shown by the report, the examina- 
tions thus far have failed to indicate what 
has become of it, though no one believes tt 
will turn up again to the advantage of the 
stockholders. 

L. G. MéCrum, president of the company, 18 
reported to be near a mental collapse owing, 
it is said, to worry over the company’s affairs, 
He has been unable to furnish lucid informe- 
tion as to the company’s condition. When 
questioned by his associates in New York 
he has answered in a confused way that zer 
them disconcerted and mystified. 


Forced to Get Expert Aid. 

Conferences between him and the fiscal 
agents of the company began in New York 
on last Thursday. McCrum was told that 
funds, would be furnished to take up the 
bad accounts, but when he was asked what 
these amounted to he said he did not know. 
From that time hope of learning anything 
from dim was abandoned and the books 
were turned to only to find that they baffled 
other than expert investigation. That is

Mr. McCrum was one of the forty defend- 
ants to the government’s suit in equity and 
later the criminal proceedings under the 
Sherman anti-trust act against the “ bath- 
tub trust.“ McCrum-Howell company was 
also a defendant to the suitin equity.

Snapped Into Hudson River. 


‘CHICAGOAN AIDS WOMEN. 


Twenty-Five Hurt, Nine Seriously, 
When Five Cars Jump. 


Nene York, March 13,.~[ Special. }—Ice and 
steel ‘saved the lives of probably most of the 
passengers of the Twentieth Century Limited 
today. when a broken rail snapped five cars of 
that flyer over an embankment that edges the 
Hudson river @ few miles above Pough- 
keepsie. 

The river ice stopped the plunge of the 
cars, bore their weight, and gave time for 
the passengers to escape drowning. The 
steel cars withstood a shock that would have 
broken and splintered wooden coaches. 

If the accident had occurred in a warm 
season there would have been a dreadful 
story to tell, for under the curve of the em- 
bankment on which the limited lost its grip 
is fifteen feet of water. Four of the cars, 
perhaps all five, that were catapulted onto 
the ice—would have gone under completely. 
and their occupants, many of whom were 
in their berths or were dressing, would not 
have had a ghost of a chance.

TWO DIEZ. IN DAY’S FIRES.

Three amateur firemen last night came near 
suffocating on the fifth floor of the Columbus 
Memorial building, State and Washington 
streets, when they tried to accomplish what 
the city fire department is paid for doing.

Morris Not in Defense Pool. 

It was decided to put together a general 
fund for defense, and 300, 000, it ie said, was 
subscribed by the Armour and Swift contin- 
gents and Edward Tilden, president of the 
National Packing company, to cover immedi- 
ate expenses for the first trial, without regard 
to later appeala.

ROOSEVELT’ ACTS 


Points 7 Colonel’s Great 
Achievements During Seven 
Years as President. 


SWORN ENEMY OF TRUSTS. 


Conservator of Natural Re- 
sources, Creator of Panama 
Canal, Workers' Friend. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 13. —{Special. }— 
Election of Theodore Roosevelt to the presi- 
dency was advocated strongly tonight ir a 
speech here by former United States Scnator 
Albert J. Beveridge. 

„This country’s chief commercial need to- 
day is steady, hones} business conditions,” 
he said. “But there can be no business 
e until there is business justice. Uncer 

ainty is the worst foe of honest business, 
50 there can be no certainty under our pres 
ent business laws. We must have just and 
modern laws which will let honest business 
know what it can do on the one hand; and 
keep out of the pockets of the people the 
criminal fingers of lawless interests cn the 
other hand. 

“Tf we concede that any candidate that 
we name will stand for such business reform, 
still the practical question comesas to which 
candidate can be elected, and, when elected. 
can get these needed reforms written inta 
laws. Roosevelt can do both.“ 


Denounces Work of Bosses. 

Mr. Beveridge insit ed it is the sole and 
sacred right of the party's voters to nem- 
inate candidates for office. He told how a 
boss ruled credentials committee in Mis- 
souri declared the Roosevelt delegates, who 
were overwhelmingly elected and regularly 
certified in the Third district, could not sit 
in the regular convention. 

„All this was done,“ he said, “as a part 
of that desperate fight now being made on 
Roosevelt by all the dark influences in the 
nation—a fight that long since has resorted to 
falsehood against this strong man, and now 
is resorting to violence to keep Republican 
voters from naming him as our leader. 

“The truth is that the powers of pillage 
do not intend to let Republican voters nom- 
inate Theodore Roosevelt. These forces are 
not partisan. They are for any man or any 
party as against Roosevelt. They know if 
Roosevelt is nominated he will be elected. 
And they know, better than anybody else, 
what Roosevelt's election means to their 
practices. Therefore, the real struggle is to 
keep Republican voters from nominating 
Roosevelt.“

Preventing rallroade from working em- 
ployés an unlimited number of hours. 
«Passage of compensation law for gov- 
ernmemt employ és. 

Prosecution ot the beef trust. 

Passage of the meat inspection and pure 
food laws. 

Settling of the great anthracite coal 
strike. 

Construction of the Panama canal. 

Terminating the war between Russia 
and Japan. 

“If time permitted, I would go into many 
other things that Roosevelt did,“ the speaker 
said. The navy made a real force and the 
battleship fleet sent around the world; order 
restored in Cuba and Cuba restored to the 
Cubans; the finances of San Domingo 
straightened out; the consular service put 
on a modern footing; the postoffice grafters 
and those who had been stealing our public 
lands put behind the bars; the reduction of 
the public debt of the nation by almost 
$100,000,000, and many other things. 


Fear of Third Term Foolish, 

But we are told that we must not be for 
Roosevelt because he has been ungrateful to 
Mr. Taft. I thought it was just the other 
way around. Roosevelt has done everything 
for Taft. What has Taft done for Rooge- 
velit? 
But it is said that a third term means the 
downfall of the republic. Col. Roosevelt 
ought to be elected for nothing else than to 
end this silly superstition.

Dr. Hirsch Calls Chicago 


Greatest American City. 


HICAGO is the greatest American city, 
and therefore the greatest city in the 
World, Dr. Emil G. Hirsch told the mem- 

bers ef the Commercial association at a 
luncheon yesterday in the La Salle Stel: 
He then went on to show in what ways Chicago 


deserved this distinction. 


“Chicago is the most typical American city 
in the country he declared, “because it is a 
city made up of all nationalities which are being 
merged into Americans. The children of many 
nationalities are being taught in the public 
schools and in our other public institutions to 


Forget that they are Germans, or Italians, or 


Russian Jews and to remember first of all that 
they are Americans. 

“We, in America, are not a replica of Eng- 
land. We are an improvement on the whole 
world. Here in Chicago we find this fusing of 
In no other city’ in the 
world’ can be found so many different races liv-_ 
ing so peaceably and without racial prejudices.” 
Each nationality in private life is allowed to 
live as it pleases. However, in the public life 
they are taught a great tolerance for the ideas 
and institutions of other nationalities. 

“ America is too young to be dogmatic, Dog- 
matism is a sign of senility. The older nations 
have become dogmatic for the most part. They 
have come to believe that they are right and 
that others are wrong. Not so in America. 
Here we are only too willing to hear the other 
side of the question. So it is with Chicago. No 
one gets old in Chicago because we are always 
willing to learn. The tolerant spirit is a char- 
acteristic of youth. 

“In no other city in the world are men and 
women more courageous than they are in Chi- 
cago. In no other city do they meet conditions 
with ate Saat and nowhere else do they 
more d umph over adverse circumstances. 

“In our churches in Chicago we find this 


. same spirit of tolerance. Those of my 


-congre- 
gation frequently stray to a Presbyterian 
church near by. There they find that almost 
the same message is preached. 

“The same is true of those who come to my 
church from the Presbyterian fold. They are 


‘surprised to discover that fundamentally thefe 


is not much difference between the Jewish faith 
and that of the Christian; The most orthodox 
church in Chicago is more tolerant than tha 
most liberal in other cities.”

Economical Housekeeping 


Cooking Dried Vegetables. 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
GREEN. Lima bean contains 63.5 per 
cent of water; a dried Lima bean con- 
tains 10.4 per cent of water. About 
this difference in water contents holds 
in reference to other beans in their 
green and their dry states, 

The problem in coéking the bean is to put 
back this water and to develop a flavor that 
is agreeable. Some of the. water.can be put 
back by soaking the beans, but it takes a slow 
and even heat to put it al. back.and to bring 
out the flavor. . 

The dried legumes, ~ cause they are 80 val- 
uable and economical.as food materials, have 
been given government investigation at va- 
rious experiment stations, and a bulletin has 
been prepared on the subject, In this’ the 
in. the cooking .of the 
legumes. have been stated as follows: 

1. To so soften and disintegrate the cellulose 
that the nutrierts that exist In close connection 
with it are freed. 

2. To cook the proteid constituent so as to 
make it digestible and palatable, 

3. To swell and burst the starch grains. 

4. To combine with various flavoring mat- 
ters, as salt, pepper; fret, herbs, and butter or 
fat meat, so that the result shall be a palata- 
ble dish. 

; ~~ 
+ The case in whieh the food is stored is a stiff 
and indigestible thing. This may be entirely 
removed from some kinds of beans by soaking 
and parboiling; in others it must be softened 
so that we can eat it as we do the skins of 
fruits, but no digestive juices have the slight- 
est effect upon it. 

The use of baking soda is favored by many 
cooks, both practical and scientific, since it 
‘poftens the cellulose, and it is belleved by 
some to have a favorable effect upon the 
digestibility and food value of the bean. But 
it is not always favorable in its effects on the 
flavor. The legumes that have not the outer 
cover are considered the best from a digestive 
standpoint, but not from that of flavor. The 
government bulletin says: 

“The skin of the ripened pea and lentil is 
easily. removed and the ‘split pea’ and lentil, 
as generally soldgthave this decided advantage 
over the bean in the making of digestible 
soup and porridge. Many kinds of beans, 
however, after proper soaking, may be freed 
from their skins by stirring in water. The 
large Lima bean, after soaking, may easily be 
slipped out of the skin by pressing between 
the fingers. They can then ba boiled and 
served as a vegetable of the consistency of 
mashed potato.” 
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BEAN SOU P. — This is Hugh Fullerton's de- 
scription of how to cook a bean soup: “Christ 
Stryker’s bean and ham soup is a humble 
triumph, Christ is an old man now, and he 
has bequeathed me the secret. The beans 
steadily, until the ket- 
e is filled with a mass, thick, odorous, and 
elicious, And at the same time the ham 
hock is boiling slowly in separate water, 
skimmed repeatedly as it simmers, The 
beans, strained, are commingled with the de- 
licious juices of the ham and ociled * 4 n. 
hour after hour. And then, finally, the whole 
is strained through coarse cheese cloth and 
emerges as a triumph, compared with which 
the green sea turtle soup of epicures pales 
and palis.” 

The straining of this soup has, of. course, 
held back all the cellulose, and it ought to be 
as easy to digest as milk, as it undoubtedly is.

PUNISHING THE CAMORRA. 

By use of the law's delays the Italiaa 
government gradually is imposing full pen- 
alties on some of the Camorra band without 
conviction. Nine of the accused, having 
been five years in prison, awaiting and dur-

. THE ONLY CHILD. 

N presenting the arguments for small 
families I would not have vou over- 
look the disadvantages of the only 
child, 

? Pearson found that first children, 
with a normal consumption rate of 64, 
had a rate of 112. Their liability to con- 
sumption is nearly double the normal rate; 
with a normal criminality rate of 56— 
they had a rate of 120—more than double, 
They had a lunacy rate which is above the 
normal, Where the first child is the only 
child these rates are the family rates. 

The only child is usually well shielded 
against summer complaint, measles, scar- 
let fever, diphtheria, and smallpox. It 


‘has more of the mother’s care than the 


child who is one of several and there is 
some advantage in this, but there ig more 
than enough disadvantage to offset. 


— f 3 
The limitation of the family to one child, 
as a rule, is voluntary. This means also 
as a rule that the parents are self-indul- 


gent, selfish, and weak spirited—a bad in- 


heritance. The child is indulged, coddled, 
and pampered. He is overhonsed, over 
dressed, and of low resistance. He is 
spindle legged, thin chested, anemic, and 
flabby. He is a poor player, is self-cen- 
tered, nervous, out of ‘sympathy, anti- 
social. He is neurotic, neurasthenic, 
“ whiny.” 

There are “only children” to whom 
none of these criticisms apply. But, aver- 
aging 1,000 such children, these qualities 
will be found more frequently than among 
1,000 children of three children families. 


The hardest problem of life is to find 
one’s self—to get a line on one’s self as 
compared with one’s fellows, This the 
only child finds very difficult. He has 
been talking with adults instead of having 
codperative and competitive play with 
other children, and he has not had a fair 
chance to find himself. 

Grinker, in his paper on “Race Breed- 
ing.“ emphasizes the difficultieg of re- 
wards and punishments, of ‘control of 
emotions and nervous impulses. These 
are doubly diffieult where the child is an only 
child. To be an only child is awfully 
hard on the child. If the records show 
that the child of a large family stands a 
poor chance, I am sure that the only 
child also stands a poor chance, 

Small families are wise-—but not toe 
small.

REGARDING WHOOPING COUGH.

NO GREAT IMMEDIATE DANGER. 

H. B. H. writes: “In your article on de- 
cline of death rate on account of typhoid 
fever, published in Tun Trisunsz this date, 
I note among other things you say: 

„The typhoid situation in Chicago has 
none of the characteristics of being water- 
borne. Analysis of the water, Dr. MacLaugh- 
lin to the contrary notwithstanding, does not 
indicate any special danger, except to those 
who live south of Thirty-ninth street.“ 

“I am a newoomer to Chicago and reside 
south of Thirty-ninth street. From what 
you say, I judge there is danger of typhoid 
germs im the water south of Thirty-ninth 
street. If that be true, please advise extent 
of this danger and what precautions should 
be taken, and how the city government justi- 
fies itself in allowing such a condition to ex- 
ist in one part of the city, subjecting citizens 
there to dangers which do not exist in other 
parts of the city. Is there any movement on 
foot to remedy the situation?” 


REPLY, 

The immediate danger is not great. Some time 
or other a water-borne epidemic will appear in that 
district, but just when cannot be prophesied. The 
sanitary district has treatment of the water under 
consideration at the present time. It is recom- 
mended by their engineers and eanitarians, and 
also, I think, by Dr. Young, the commissioner of 
health.

That these relations have been strained al- 
most to the breaking point and that the 
friendship of the two nations. and even de- 
tween the two courts has become so cold 
as to cause people tb look upon the alliance 
as merely nominal, is an acknowledged fact, 
while Italy has been treated in recent years 
with a lack of consideration at Berlin in 
court, official, and military circles, which 
has been bitterly resented throughout the 
dominions of King Victor Emmanuel. 

The Marquis San Giuliano, minister of 


foreign affairs at Rome, has, like his sovery 


eign, come to the conclusion that a good deal 
of this sighting behavior at Berlin towards 
Italy is attributabie ‘tothe ‘inefficiency of 
Italy’e ambassador in Germany, Sig. Pansa. 
and to his failure to create a good impression, 
or to secure for himself or for his country 
the necessary respect.

Emperor Nicholas is just now in bad odor 
with students of history. For it has recently 
become known that shortly before the death 
of Bilbaseoff the czar caused him to consign 
to the flames the greater portion of his mon- 
umen work on Catherine the Great, as 
well as all of his notes in connection there- 
with, 

It is said Nicholas was actually present at 
the burning, relying om no one else to see 
that it was actually destroyed. He is known 
to haverichly rewarded Bifbaasoff, as the lat- 
ter left a far larger fortune than that with 
which he was credited. But it broke the 
man’s heart and resulted in his death not 

long afterwards. That Nicholas, from a po- 
‘Htical point of view, was justified in this 
course, is beyond all question. For Catherine 
the Great, although one of the most notable 
, figures in Muscovite history, who contributed 
so largely not alone to the grandeur of the 
empire but also to the progress and enlight- 
enment of the people by attracting to her 
court the most eminent foreign scientists, t- 
térateurs, poets, artists, and philosophers of 
the eighteenth century, was extremely dis- 
‘solute, had in fact no morals at all. 


This, taken in 1 with the nature 
of her marriage to Peter III., has always 
left grave doubts as to the paternity of her

Wenona, III., March 9.—[Ed@itor of The 
Tribune, }—In today’s Traun I note an item 
which says the board of directors of the As- 
sociation of Drainage and Levee Districts of 
Alinois oppose the additional flow of water in 
the Chicago river unless the dams in the 
Illinois river are removed. I am glad that 
gome one has “ woke up.“ There has been 
@ great deal of talk and newsraper “ junk” 
about the drainage canal. I want to be put 
on record as a booster for the canal as a san- 
‘itary proposition for the city of Chicago, but 
not as a ship canal. Chicago needs the drain- 
age canal and ought to have it. The only 
trouble with it at present is that you are not 
sending one-fourth enough water through it. 
There is no question that the increase of 
water from this canel has damaged crops 
and land along the Illinois river from Utica 
to Havana, but it is not the fault of the in- 
creased flow alone. 

I believe that these bottom lands would 
all be in the condition they were before the 
canal was opened if the dame were all re- 
moved from the IIlinols river. Downstaters 
are not opposed to the drainage canal move- 
ment under proper conditions, but we are op- 
posed to a water power trust placing dams 
in the rivers and retarding and backing up 
the flow of water in the Ilinoisriver. I think 
a larger flow of water with the dame re- 
moved would be a good thing for the river.

San Antonio, Tex., March 13.—Employing 8 
simple ruse, a Wells Fargo express messen 
ger with nerve a-plenty, who knew how to 
deliver a swift, terrible blow, balked the 
robbery of a Southern Pacific train today by 
killing the highwaymen.

Why don't you pick up that package? 
casually inquired Trousdale, as he kicked 
at a small box on the floor of the car. It’s 
worth more than all the stuff you've got.” 

The robber stooped to pick up the package. 
Trousdale grasped a heavy mallet and 
struck. The bandit received the blow full 
on the head. He * over dead. There was 
no outcry.

FIGHT A SIX SIDED ONE. 


Diplomats Pessimistic Because of 
Apparent Feebleness of 
Administrators. 


PEKING, March 18.—It woulé seem that 
there ts no government force, present or 
prospective, capable of terminating the prev- 
alent disorder. There is little hope among 
the legations that the coalition government 
will be successful in ending the mutinous 
pillaging which is sweeping over the north. 
One minister said today. It must burn itself 
out, like a prairie fire." 

May Break Up the Nation. 

It is the general belief that order cannot be 
Testored within two years. The breaking 
up of the country by secessions is considered 
not merely 4 possibility. 

There are now not less than six hostile 
armies In the field. These comprise the 
northern and southern armies, which the 
present disorders show are not agreeable to 
the forced compromise that their leaders are 
now negotiating; the Manchu troops, which 
remain a distinct body apart from the others: 
the Mongols, who in large bands are fight- 
ing the Chinese garrisons in the north; Gen. 
Sheng-Yun's army, composed largely of 
Mohammedans, and, in the province of Yun- 
nan, an army of independents. 

The diplomatic representatives in Peking 
are pessimistic because of the apparent 
feebleness ef the Chinese administrators and 
disciplinarians. 


Fighting in Canton Continues. 

HONGKONG, March 1!3.—Latest advices 
from Canton say that fighting continues 
there, Dut details are not given. The in- 
surgents yesterday attempted to concentrate 
for an attack on Sha-Meen, the foreign quar- 
ter, but were intercepted by the regulars and 
retired. On March 9 and 10 Kiang-Kung at- 
tacked the insurgents, who replied with 
vigor. Heavy guns were used on both sides 
and shells wrecked the houses and killed 
several civilians. 


TWO LIABILITY BILLS PASS. 


Compensation Measures Enacted by 
Michigan Senate and House Will 
Go to Conferees. 


Lansing. Mich., March 13.— Both houses of 
the legislature today passed workingmen's 
compensation bills, as recommended by Gov. 
Osborn in his call for the special session. 
The bills differ in unimportant respects, and 
conferees were appointed to arrange a com- 
promise bill,

ing in the way of giving immediate effect to

ITALIANS SLAY 4,000 ARABS 


Fortifications Are Won Near 
Fojat at Point of the Bayonet. 


DEAD CARRIED FROM FIELD. ' 


Retreating Turk Forces Take Most 
of the Rodies with Them. 


BENGHAZI, TripoM, March 18.—More. 
than 1,000 Arabe were killed and another 
1,000 wounded, according te Italian advices, 
tm the course of one ef the most severe en- 
counters of the war, when the Italians yes- 
terday stormed and occupied two bases 
situated to the northeast of Fojat, which 


| were strongly intrenched and held by a large 


force of Arabs. 

The Arabs defended their Peitions with 
the utmost bravery, but were finally routed 
by the Italian troops at the point of the 
bayonet. 

Over 400 Arab corpses were isft on the 
battlefield, and the Italian offlcere report 
that a large number were carried off by 
the retreating enemy. 

The loss of the Italian troope is given as 
three officers and twenty-five soldiers killed, 
while they also had seven officers and fifty- 
five soldier wounded. . 


Turkish Victory 

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 18.—Edhen 
Pasha, the Turkish commander in the district 
of Benghazi, reports to the Turkish war min- 
istry an important Turoo-Arab success at 
Tobruk. He says that the Italians were 
driven out of their positions, and retreated 
to their ships after a battle which lasted 
eleven hours. 

Edhem Pasha estimated the Italian cas- 
uaities at 2,000 killed and wounded. 

The Turkish losses were also heavy, includ- 
ing many Arab women, who were carrying 
supplies of ammunition to the Turkish troops 
im the line of battle.

Call Him “uncle Charlie.” 


Of course few of the people in South Chi- 
cago who admire Mr. Parker know him by 
that formal appellation. They call him 
“Uncle Charlie.“ Even the boys and girls of 
the Bowen school call him that. Mr. Parker 
fs the kind of man who can permit children 
to call him Uncle Charlie without losing 
any of his dignity or any of his authority 
over them. 

Next to the children and the parents of 
South Chicago the teachers of the Bowen 
school are his stanchest admirers and 
friends. They didn’t stop with signing a 
petition in his behalf. They went out as in- 
dividuals to talk to the people about what 
was happening to him. 

The teachers say they found they didn't 
have to argue Mr. Parker's case with the 
Poles, and the Hungarians, and the Italians. 
Mamy parents of these nationalities speak 
English with difficulty and are not good 
judgee of schoo! principals. But they told 
the teachers about the time when there 
wasn't going to be any Christmas dinner and 
“ Uncie Charule came down the street with 
a bundle under his arm. | 


“Uncle” to All Children, 


Of they recalled the time when Lttle Stan- 
islaus coulda’t go to school because he didn't 
have a suit of clothes and Uncle Charlie” 
Gropped in to see about it—with the result 
that Stanislaus went back to school in a suit 
that e Charlie“ bought. Or they remem - 


bered the dks Gia Gh beds Lk Gs ces | 
tinuously and kept on getting thinner and 


thinner until it seemed he wotld wasteaway 
and die. That was the situation when 
“Uncle Charlie’ just happened to drop in 
to see how things were going and explained 
that Uverwurst wasn't agreeing With the 
baby. And after that there was milk on 
the doorstep every morning and the baby 
got fat. Or they remembered—but there 
were many things they remembered—things 
that are not at all the business of a high 
school ‘principal, but which “Uncle Charlie“ 
permitted to cut large holes in the salary 
he got. 

Mr. Parker’s friends say that these wholly 
unprofessional expenditures of his were not 
the only ones that depleted his income. There 
were sums that went for the Bowen school’s 
better equipment and before that for the old 
South Chicago High school. When the de- 
sire for knowledge awoke in a boy Mr. Par- 
ker insisted he should satisfy it. 


Buys Books for Library. 


When the school library was found want- 
ing Mr. Parker bought books and paid for 
them himself, And when the school labora- 
tories needed a piece of equipment that the 


board of education could not or would not | 


furnish, Mr. Parker bought it and paid for It. 
Nobody knows just how many hundreds of 
dollars he gave for things he thought the 
school ought to have. He gave what he had. 

But Uncle Charlie is an old man now. 
He has been a high school principal for twen- 
ty-seven years. There are people, even in 


South Chicago, who think he has been a prin- 


cipal long enough. They are not saying so 
out loud just now, because they are few and 
those who want to keep Mr. Parker are many 
and active—even to the extent of holding 
massmeetings.
